Additionally, Applicant argues on page 20 that Reich does not provide disclosure relating to the nature of the substrate of the 
hook fastener pad 30. The rejection in paragraph 1 3 states that it would have been well within the purview of one of ordinary skill in the a<+ 
at the time of the invention to provide the web in Murasaki with an elastic material as such elastic webs are considered well known in the 
art and further exemplified by Reich, particularly since Murasaki discloses a variety of well known materials for use as the web and 
discloses the importance of the flexibility of the web to form a fastening product for wrapping around objects. Reich discloses a fastening 
product for wrapping around objects where an elongated elastic unidirectional wrap with loop and hook fasteners (column 3, lines 22-38). 
Therefore it would have been well within the purview of one of ordinary skill in the art to provide an elastic material as the web in Murasaki 
in order to form flexible fastening products as is well known in the art and further exemplified by Reich. 
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
